A study of past performances of 
he stock market as a barometer 
s offered today in the April sur- 
vey of the Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Jo., New York. 


It notes that over the years the 
urves of stock prices and btisi- 
ess activity generally have lend- 
cl to move in the same direction, 
vith 
the 
stock 
curve usually 


ihead of the business one. 
But it warns of two hazards in 
umping to conclusions: 1. The re- 
1 


ationship of the curves varies 
viclely in specific cases; 2. There 
ave been false signals in the 
lock market which business ig- 
oi-ed. 
Even in the big 1929 break, 
lock prices turned down quite a 
lit after business activity had. 
'he market didn't lead. And in 
945 and 194G stocks turned down 
nd business activity continued to 
ise. 
As an example of false signals, 
he survey cites the long pi-ice 
ecline in the early 1930s which 
syas punctuated by a series of 
evivals, one of which continued 
or five months and was widely 
iterpreled as forerunner of busi- 
ess recovery until it gave way 
o another price collapse." 


A more recent example of the 
look market's Clunking out as a 
arometer came in the period 
•om August 195G to 
February 


957. The almost continuous seven 
lonths decline in stock prices 
idn't faze business activity. Fi- 
ally the market reversed' itself 
nd climbed back to its previous 
eak. 
These admittedly are exceptions 


o the general rule of the close 
ffinity of the market and busi- 
ess health. 
But even so the bank econo- 


mists hold: "Stock prices, being
